Witli the British Armies in France, Aug. 6— 
The German armies are at bay. Their full retreat 
toward the Aisne has forced them to abandon po­ 
sitions along the Avre and Ancre rivers and near 
Givenchy. The Teuton hordes are face to face 
with three rock bottom facts. First, the German 
summer campaign so far is a complete failure. - 
Second, their reserves are badly used up. Third, 
they are equalled if not outnumbered by eager 
forces, which are being increased weekly by tens 
of thousands of absolutely tit Americans, who are 
fidgeting with impatience to get at the Germans. 
Von Hindenburg and Von Ludendorff, the Ger­ 
man leaders have only one card left to play and it 
is a card of doubtful value. It consists of a com­ 
plete rearrangement of the western front, suiting 
it to the altered conditions by shortening the line, 
and adopting a purely defensive strategy behind 
the rivers and other natural barriers. This plan 
would involve the selection of one spot, where 
remnants of the armies from every where would 
be collected to try for a decision. 
This bid for victory, if made, must have the 
devils luck, plus all possible aid from the German 
gott, plus a large element of the miraculous. 
Without these conditions, this bid must fail, after 
which the last spark of Germany’s hopes is gone 
forever. 
Over the wreck of what was once the world’s 
greatest offensive army hovers today the oppres­ 
sive shadow of defeat. Prisoners admit there is a 
spirit of hopelessness in the German camp, which 
is gradually spreading to all parts of the army.

Charges have been filed with the Board of Elections of 
Greene County, against two judges of election in Precinct 
G, Fourth Ward, Xenia, Ohio. 
These charges are based upon the 
irregularities as

the general election of 1917, of which election the two above 
named were judges of Precinct G. 
One of the startling rev elatio n s^ shown by the testi­ 
mony in the above mentioned case and one of the grounds 
for asking the Board of Elections to remove these men and 
appoint other men in their places, is the remarking of about 
seventy ballots voted for city commissioners.

The primary will be held Tuesday, Aug. 13, 1918 at 
which time there will be chosen one Central Committeeman 
in each of the 32 precincts of Greene County. 
The choosing of these committeemen is one of the most 
im portant issues before the citizens of Greene County. 
The Central Committeemen choose the executive com­ 
m ittee who in turn choose the members of the County 
Board of Elections. 
There should be chosen in each and every precinct in 
this county on next Tuesday, central committeemen who will 
see to the appointment of members on County Board 
of 
Elections who will appoint as precinct election officials in 
each and every precinct, men of the biggest type of charac­ 
ter, who believe in honest elections. 
The majority of the members of the committee now in 
control are responsible for the present condition. 
Before casting your ballot next Tuesday investigate for 
yourself with whom the candidates in your respective pre­ 
cincts affiliate.

FORMER XENIAN IS 
PRISONER OR WAS 
DROWNED IN MARNE 


Is H erbert Vest, form er Xenian, 
drowned in the M arne or a prisoner 
in the Marne or a prisoner in a Ger­ 
man detention cam p? 
Official word received by his pat­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. John A. Vest, of 
Lexington, Va., and sent his aunt and 
uncle, Mr. and Mrs, Sidney S. Muter 
spaw of this city, expressed the doubt 
of the governm ent as to his where­ 
abouts. 
A like communication from the Red 
Cross stated th a t it w as not known 
[whether the young man, who is 
a 
member of the lighting Marines, had 
been drowned in th e Marne or 
had 
been taken prisoner by the Huns. Tins* 
Red Cross, while statin g th a t it would 
probably be two m onths before the 
truth could be learned, promised to 
do all in its power to find the missing 
soldier. 
Mr. Vest is well known here, where 
he made hi* home for some time and 
was employed as night clerk in the 
Pennsylvania railroad yards. 
He en­ 
listed in the M arines over a year ago 
and was connected w ith the 31st regi­ 
ment, which is playing such a big 
p art in the present big drive. The 
young man has been in France over a 
year. 
/ 
The official word was received S a t­ 
urday by local relatives, telling of 
the young m an’s plight. . The gov­ 
ernm ent dispatch said th a t the com­ 
pany of Mal ines to which Mr. \ est 
belonged w as tak in g p art in the great 
drive in which tho Am ericans were 
steadily pushing the Germans back. 
It was said th a t Vest was missing 
from his company but th a t it was not 
known w hether he was drowned in 
crossing the Marne c r w hether he had 
been taken prisoner by the Germans. 
The communication 
from the Hod 
Cross in France announced practically 
the same inform ation and promised 
th at search would be m ade to learn 
w hat had become of the Marine.
